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Palm Springs police today launched a new traffic 
program calculated to reduce accidents and violations 
during “critical traffic hours.” 
Police Chief August Kettmann 
said a new police patrol schedule 
has been instituted to provide 
greater police manpower "during 
hours of highest accident fre­ 
quency.” 


BASED ON THE results of an 
Intensive traffic 
survey, 
Kett­ 
mann said the new system is par 
ticularly designed to give m axi­ 
mum protection to school children 
in the morning and dampen ve­ 
hicular accident rates in critical 
early evening hours. 
Kettmann explained that patrol 
duty schedules have been advan­ 
ced one hour, so the shift which 
formerly reported for duty from 
4 p.m. to 12 a m. is now on the 
job from 5 p.m. to 1 p.m. 


SIMILARLY. THE other two 
shifts are advanced to hours from 
1 a.m. to 9 a.m . and 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m.In addition two motorcycles 
formerly active only until late 
afternoon will now be on duty to 
midnight and scheduled to rove, 
often as a pair, through areas of 
highest traffic concentration. 
•'The total effect of this pro­ 
gram .” Kettman said, "will he to 
augment patrols during periods of 
high accident frequency and give 
added protection to the school 
population and buses.” 


NOW. IN ADDITION to the 
motorcycles, the 1 to 9 a m. shift 
will overlap the heavy morning 
school and business traffic hours. 


The same applies to the after­ 
noon shift, which, again bolstered 
by 'cycles, offers a better con­ 
centration during early evening 
hours. 
“ Investgiation shows that the 
period of the highest accident fre­ 
quency is from 5 p.m . to 1 a m .” 
the Chief said, “ and the highest 
accident area is Palm Canyon 
Drive.” 


BY RE-ARRANGING the shifts, 
the department’s motorcycles can 
double their previous operational 
tim e, he said. In the past, motors 
were operative fbr one daytime 
shift. 
To enable motorcycles to oper 
ate under double work loads 
transistorized radio equipment has 
been insfalled. This greatly eases 
the drain on usually overloaded 
generators, Kettmann explained 
virtually doubling their daily op­ 
erational time. 


KETTMANN ALSO added a 
note of caution to resort motor 
ists. who were w arned that all 
traffic regulations "will be rigidly 
enforced to reduce the accident 
rate.” 
“No special consideration will 
be shown any m otorist.” Kett­ 
mann stated. “Traffic officers are 
ordered to repress violations and 
incidentally, lower the traffic 
noise." 
This last was directed at horn 
tooters and vehicles with loud ex 
haust noises.

Planning Commissions Becoming 
Increasingly Important To All 


Tim e was w hen planning commis­ 
sions were largely looked upon as per­ 
functory groups occasionally called up­ 
on for nominal advice and suggestions 
which m ight or m ight not be accepted 
In carrying out various projects under 
contem plation. 
Selection of m em bers w as frequently 
a m atter of honorary appointm ents and 
staff personnel assigned on a basis of 
availability ra th e r than ability and ex­ 
perience. 
The general public was little concern­ 
ed o r actually affected by the musings 
of the members, the deliberations and 
decisions, since th eir weight was light 
and easily forgotten or overriden. 
N ot so today. 
Two im portant changes 
in recent 
years have reversed the lassitude and 
inconsequential statu s of form er times. 
F irst was the adoption of a State law 
requiring the establishm ent of Plan­ 
ning Commissions in all 
cities and 
counties which sim ultaneously cloak­ 
ed such bodies w ith official responsibil­ 
ity and authority in determ ining and 
passing upon all projects of public in­ 
terest as to compliance w ith legally 
prescribed zoning regulations. 
Second was the trem endous growth 
both inside and outside of th e incorpo­ 
rated cities which has produced such a 
volume of Im portant Item s for the 
Planning Commission that th e num ber 
of studies, investigations, hearings and 
decisions constitute a serious task for 
the m em bers and staff and th e render­ 
ings have a vital influence on proper 


progress and th e public welfare. 
Service on such comm ittees contin­ 
ues to be a m a tte r of willingness and 
voluntary contributions of time and ef­ 
fort by individual citizens in behalf of 
com m unity in terests, but the am ount 
of work, m eetings and responsibilities 
Involved have increased to the point 
that m em bers w ho are active, conscien- 
tous and dedicated in carrying out 
their duties are deserving of public ap­ 
preciation and praise for signal perfor­ 
mance. 
Such appreciation from the people of 
this area is due to L. C. Lewis of C ath­ 
edral City who h a s served with high 
credit as this region's representative 
on the Riverside C ounty Planning Com­ 
mission for six y e ars and this week re ­ 
signed to devote full tim e to his person­ 
al business. 
In extending th an k s to Mr. Lewis for 
his effective services, residents also 
take the opportunity to welcome his 
successor, 
Kay 
Olesen, 
well 
know n 
Palm Springs and Indio businessm an, 
who is well qualified to represent the 
unincorporated 
desert 
areas 
in 
th e 
m any m atters of local concern present­ 
ed to the C ounty body. 
W hile it is im possible to please ev­ 
eryone in zoning and planning prob­ 
lems. the C ounty Commission has on 
the whole established a record of fa ir­ 
ness and efficiency in handling desert 
m atters and th e prospects for u n in ter­ 
rupted continuance of these most v alu ­ 
able public services are encouraging to 
all.

HOLLYWOOD <UPI>-Real actors 
can swear, get drunk, beat wom­ 
en and commit murder before the 
TV cameras, but cartoon charac­ 
ters — innocent 
little 
rabbits, 
birds and dogs — are the most 
strictly censored performers 
in 
history. 
Walter Lantz. creator of Woody 
Woodpecker and a dozen o t h e r 
cartoon 
characters, 
has d a i l y 
battles with the blue pencil boys 
to prevent Woody from corrupting 
the morals of youthful teleview­ 
ers. 


“ IT ’S GETTIN G 
worse 
every 
year." says the mild - mannered 
cartoonist. “ Violence is the basis 
of 
cartoon 
humor, 
now 
they're 
cutting it out. 
“ The 
same 
audience 
t h a t 
watches our Woody show ABC- 
TV tunes in on 'Wyatt Earp’ and 
other westerns and horror shows. 
The 
heroes 
can 
drink 
redeye 
whisky, but Woody isn’t allowed 
to drink cider. 
“ And that's not all. We can’t 
show a cow's udders. All dialects 
are censored and that old stand­ 
by, the navel, is taboo. 


“ MOST O F T H E films 
on 
our 
show were seen in theaters years 
ago. But they are strictlry censor­ 
ed for TV. 
“ For instance, one of our six- 
minute cartoons depicted a grass­ 


hopper chewing tobacco and spit­ 
ting. Network cénsors said it was 
bad for kids, so we were forced 
to hack out six scenes showing the 
spitting grasshopper. 
“ In other shows characters spit 
in one another's faces." 


LANTA WAS chastised by the
